Need Education. 


A handicap to the greater at- 
traction of toiling women to the 
building of socialism is presented 
by the continued backward level of 
her cultural development, by semi- 
literacy and illiteracy. Lenin at- 
tached great importance to the work 
of doing away with illiteracy among 
the working women. He said that 
an illiterate person stands outside 
of politics. 

It is true that during the ten 
years of the revolutionary period 
about three million adult women 
have been taught to read and write; 
nevertheless, among a total of ten 
million illiterates throughout the 
country the women still constitute 
62.9 per cent. Therefore, our prac- 
tical watchword on the tenth anni- 
versary of the first congress of 
working and peasant women should 
be: to do away with illiteracy, and 
to raise the cultural level of women 
upon a mass scale, 


The backwardness and conservat- 
ism of considerable masses of ,the 
population hinders the complete en- 
actment of the existing Soviet legis- 
lation concerning the women, not 
only in rural districts, but partly 
also in the towns. Particular diffi- 
culties in the enforcement of legis- 
lation concerning the women are 
encountered in the economically and 
culturally backward republics and 
regions of the Soviet East. The 
Party’s slogan for the complete 
equalification of the eastern women 
with the men has met with stub- 
born resistance on the part of the 
kulaks, big landowners, and the 
clergy, which has created further 
difficulties in bringing about the 
actual enfranchisement of the 
women. 

During the ten years which have

During the. past period there were 
considerable successes made in at- 
tracting the working and peasant 
women to all branches of socialist 
construction. In the composition of 
the urban Soviets the percentage of 
women has grown from 5.7% in

rural Soviets from 1.5% in 1922 to 
11.8% in 1927; in the composition 
of the Central Committees of the 
trade unions the increase was from 
4.2% in 1925 to 10.2% in 1927; in 
the composition of provincial coun- 
ceils of trade unions, the increase 
was from 6% in 1923 to 15.5% in 
1927; on the factory committees, 
from 14.4% in 1923 to 18.5% in 
1927; among shareholdres of con- 
sumers cooperatives we find now 
1,332,000 working women and 782,- 


000 peasant women.

Lesson of Soiidarity.

It is with great difficulty that the 
‘Eastern women are attracted to the

has been achieved in attracting the 
women to the cooperatives in Uzbe- 
kitsan by establishing special co- 
‘operative stores for women. On 
January 1, 1927, there were 42 
stores with a membership of about 
5,000 Uzbek women. In Turkmeni- 
stan in 1926 there were 7,000 wo- 
men members, and in 1928 there 
were already 15,000. 

The first congress adopted a 
series of important decisions on the 
question of the emancipation of 
women. The first concern of the 
Soviet authorities was to alleviate 
the burden of motherhood, to secure 
to the infant the conditions of nor- 
mal growth, and to the mother the 
conditions for working without im- 
pairing her health.

For Enfranchisement. 

In late years the Party’s work 
among the eastern women has been 
connected with a particularly per- 
sistent campaign for the actual en- 
franchisement of the women, and a 
vigorous campaign against the se- 
clusion of women in the east. In 
Uzbekistan the discarding of the veil 
by women has assumed a mass 
character. Tens of thousands of 
women have thrown off the veil of 
bondage to become participants in 
the life of freedom. This has met 
with huge resistance on the part of 
the reactionary elements of the 
population. In some eastern vil- 
lages there were cases of murder 
and violence over women who un- 
veiled themselves. 

Rules were issued by the Central 
Executive Committee of the Socialist 
Soviet Republic of Uzbekistan and 
by the local Soviets to protect the 
women who unveil themselves, and 
to provide relief for the families of 
workers and peasants (chiefly of 
working and peasant women) who 
have suffered for taking an active 
part in the struggle for the emanci- 
pation of the women. At the present 
time there is a growing movement 
among the masses of the toilers in 
the national border countries in fa- 
vor of a special decree prohibiting 
the wearing of the veil by women. 

A vast amount of work has to be 
accomplished by the Party in order 
to imbue the advanced element of 
the working women with confidence 
in their own powers, and with the 
understanding of the need to take 
active part in the building of social- 
ism.

Girls, Women Driven, 
Mercilessly

To my question, “How are the 
conditions in your laundry?” I re- 
ceived a flood of protests and com- 
plaints from the Negro girls and 
women working in this particular 
laundry. 

Conditions are terrible and well 
nigh intolerable, they all agreed. The 
pay is miserable. They get on an 
average about $12 a week. In-addi- 
tion, they are never sure of what’s 
in their pay envelopes. They are 
constantly docked and never told for 
what reason. In fact, they simply 
get what the boss feels. like handing 
out each particular pay day.

Six. We start work at seven in the 


morning, but often have to stay un- 
til seven at night, and several times 
‘we were worked until eleven. We 
had no extra pay for this overtime. 
II have never been able to get a 
definite agreement about wages,“ 
added a dignified. woman, the best 
worker in the place, I was told. 
“When I came I told the boss I had 
been getting $18 a week. He said, 
‘All right, come on. I will do the 
right thing by you.” But at no time 
have I received more than £15. He 
‘always puts me off with promises 
when I approach him on the sub- 
ject.” 

Miserable wages, long hours, over- 
time without pay, uncertainty of pay 
and many other evils are the rule in 
the laundries.

These girls and women show a de- 
sire to do something definite.

(By a Worker Correspondent) 

Thousands of girls and women 
workers are employed in the de- 
partment stores of this big city; 
thousands of them are exploited 
daily under the artificial lights of 
the basements and other floors. 

I have worked in the department 
store system for several years and 
many of my experiences are worth 
while mentioning, for they are the 
experiences of other slaves. 


Mast Make “Quota.” 

The average salesgirl gets $14 a 
week fot the whole six days, in- 
cluding the miserable commission. 
Stores like Gimbel’s have a system 
whereby each girl has to make a 
certain quota before she can get 
eny commission. The houre are 
from 8:40 till 6 o’clock--45 minutes 
for lunch, end when there is a 
special sale in the department we 
only get 20 minutes. The nichts be- 
fore the sale we have to stay in 
sometimes as late as 9 and 10 
o'elock. On such nights you are not 
even given a supper. 

It’s only on inventory nights when 
we have to stay in sometimes as 
many as five nights a week that 
we get a ham sandwich which is 
left over from the fountain counter. 
I nearly forgot that we also get 
paid 75 cents for five extra hours. 
This twice a year for inventory. 

Prizes for Speed-up. 

The speed-up system is well or- 
ganized. You make your commis- 
sion at the expense of your fellow- 
workers. If during the day you 


don’t grab sales from your fellow- | 


worker, the buyer is after you. 
Prizes are offered for the biggest 
sales. The girls are afraid to go 
off the floor for a moment, because 
they may lose some sales and hence 
their job. 

Why, they even hold all kinds of

For séveral years I have been 
working in the packing department 
of the National Biscuit Co., where 
the majority of the workers are wo- 
men: We have to stand on our feet 
eight long hours, in one square foot 
of space, without moving at all. 

Behind us stands the foreman, or 
the forelady, yelling most of the 
time at us to make it snappy.”

I re- 
member that two years ago the 
highest production was 30 barrels 
a day for each conveyor. Now, with 
the same girls, and sometimes less, 
they produce 45 to 50 barrels.

of the technique of warfare, in the 
relentless struggle for power, for 
repartition of colonies, for redistri- 
tion of markets, for intensified 
world-wide exploitation of the work- 
ing class. 

The capitalists have various 
schemes to permeate the working 
class with imperialist ideology by 
means of the subtle propaganda of 
sentiment and patriotism, calling on 
them to murder their brothers in 
the name of duty, obedience, discip- 
line, in the name even of peace. The 
capitalist class aims directly at or- 
ga-izing and controlling the masses 
of working women by means of such 
organizations as the League for 
omen Voters, the National Wom- 
en’s Party, the Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs, the Women’s Peace 
League, all organizations of vary- 
ing influence, but equal in the zeal 
with which they “carry on,” “doing 
their bit” to serve the imperialist 
master class, 

The American imperialist govern- 
ment is today preparing for the 
mobilization of women for the next 
war and for the preparation of war. 
Secretary of War Davis announced 
this week a system of co-ordination 
between the war department and the 
various women’s organizations cap- 
italistic in order that the women 


= 


may be drawn more effectively in- 


to the war machinery. This plan 
was announced as the result of a 
meeting held with Davis by repre- 
sentatives of capitalist women’s or- 
ganizations, who demanded that the 
women have means of participating 
in war activities. The war depart- 
ment accordingly arranged for the 
appointment of a woman as chief 
“eontact officer” between the war 
department and the “women of the 
country.“ This chief officer will 
have women “aides” in the nine 
military corps areas of the United 
States and in the Philippines, 
Hawaii, Porto Rico and the Panama 
Canal Zone. The organizations rep- 
resented were the League of Amer- 
ican Pen Women, American War 


Mothers, National Civic Federation, 


American League of University 
Women, Daughters of American 
Revolution, League of Women Vot- 
ers, Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
Daughters of 1812, American Legion 
Auxiliary. 

The imperialists all over the world 
ere organizing special women’s 
miliary organizstions, In Finland, 
the Lotte Swiard has 45,000 women 
who are being trained for military 
service in war. In Latvia, the mili- 
tary defense organizations include 
special women's corps. In Poland, 
the Anti-Bolshevik League have at- 
tached to it, together with many 
other women’s organizations, the 
nationaljstic women’s organizations. 
™ Germany, the Koenigs Louise 
Bund, a tremendous association 
uniting 3,000 bourgeois women’s or- 
ganizations, all amalgamated into 
one single society, penetrates di- 
rectly into the masses of women 
workers of Germany, energetically 
employing all sorts of schemes and 
methods to mobilize the working 
women direct from the factories, ar- 
ranging a regular and constant 
lectures 


wur service in wartime. . The law 
reads: “In time of war, all French- 
men and those under French admin- 
istration, regardless of age or sex, 
and all legal organizations must 
take part in the defense of the coun- 
try, or in the maintenance of its ma- 
terial and moral life.” This infa- 
mous law was introduced by none 
other than Paul Boncour, socialist 
deputy, and was passed by 500 dep- 
uties, with the sole opposition of 
the 32 Communist deputies. An- 
other betrayal to add to the long 
list of crimes committed against 
the working class by the interna- 
tional social democracy. 


The American Federation of In- 
dustrial Women, one of the most 
reactionary of the notorious bour- 
women’s patriotic societies, 
announces that it intends to push 
to the utmost in congress legislation 
to organize regiments of women’s 
militia, in every state of the union 
as auxiliary to the National Guard. 
They outlined a program in an in- 
terview with a representative of the 
United Press covering full plans for 
uniform training and co-operative 
war role in the national defense, 


Socialist Organizations. 


Anther movement leading di- 
rectly to the same goal is that of 
the pacifist women’s organizations, 
operating under the cloak of a so- 
cial democracy as well as under 
one bourgeois pacifist control. These 
organizations, which come forward 
under the slogan of “peace pacts” 
and similar fake maneuvers, aim to 
instill illusions into the minds of 
the masses of the workers to par- 
alyze their fight against imperialist 
war, to help prepare for war under 
the guise of peace. 


In the fatherland of the working 
class, the Union of Socialist Soviet 
Republics, woman has, for the first 
time in the history of “civilization,” 
achieved the beginning of real equal- 
ity. In the Soviet Union women 
workers can at last stand upright 
beside the men workers on a basis of 
economic equality, equal pay for 
equal work of political and social 
recognition and equality. Upon the 
working men and working women 
of the whole world rests the defense 
of the Soviet Union. During this 
time of preparation for imperialist 
war and direct onslaught on Soviet 
Russia, we proletarian women must 
be conscious of our role. Every im- 
perialist war is primarily a war 
against the toiling masses. It abol- 
ishes all “liberties.” It strength- 
ens immensely the apparatus of ex- 
ploitation. It increases the terror 
of the govern:nent against the work- 
ers. 

Campaign Against Communists. 


The war which the imperialists 
are preparing against the Soviet 
Union at the present time, under 
the direct leadership and provoca- 
tion of the British Empire, will be 
a war against the liberation and 
emancipation of the international 
working class, against Communism. 


The first step which points in 
that direction is the attempt to des- 
troy ard exterminate in all the im- 
perialist countries the most advanced 
and active section of the proletarian 
masses—the Communists. This is 
clearly shown in the increased at- 
tacks of the imperialists on the 
Communist Parties, in the murder 
of Communists, as in fascist Italy, 
in Rumania, Bulgaria, Poland and 
China. 

The Chinese women during the 
Chinese revolution and during the 
present struggle against the vicious 
nationalist rule of the traitor, Chi- 
ang-Kai-Shek, have played a heroic 
part. in spreading Communist pro- 
paganda among the Chinese workers 
and amongst the soldiers of the 
English and other enemy forces. 

Can the working women be in- 
active in the face of an imminent 
war and increased terrorization 
against the working class? Women 


workers must awaken in this crisis | 


and take up the struggle against 
imperialism and the war danger. 
Class duty, class interest, class de- 
termination must unite us into a 
mighty proletarian army ready to 
fight for the interests of the work- 
ing clas» against imperialist war 
and to defend the Soviet Union from 
the attacks of the capitalist powers.

or a long and hard-fought battle in the southern part of the 
state, the United Mine Workers of this district called off their 
strike. The Colorado Fuel and Iron Company, with various other coal 
companies, continued to violate the eight hour law, the anti-scrip law, 
which forbade the companies issuing their own money 
to the workers; the law that prohibited the companies 
from compelling the workers to trade at company 
stores, and other laws. Seven labor laws were being 
ignore with impunity. Not the least of them was 
the check-weighman law, by evading which the com- 
panies got thirty-eight hundred pounds of coal to the

During this eriminal lawbreaking the snifling old 
profligate at the head of the Rockefeller interests 
was nibbling his hypocritical Baptist communion, 
wielding more power with his golf stocks than could 
the people of Colorado with their ballots. 

EN the legislature finally passed a new eight-hour law the smelter 
cl of Denver declaréd their strike off after a struggle lasting 
twenty one months, during which time, in spite of the work of the 
detective agencies, there were few desertions from the ranks, a 

Industrial unionism was rapidly developing. The 1904 convention 
of the Western Federation had outlined plans for the amalgamation 
of the entire working class into one general organization, and had 
instructed the executive board to carry out this program. There had 
been some informal conferences in Denver with Dan MacDonald of the 
American Labor Union ‘and George Estes of the United Railway Work- 
ers, and we had had some correspondence with Clarence Smith, sec- 
retary of the American Labor Union. A secret conference was called 
to be held in Chicago on January second, 1905. The letter or invita-

R, O’Neill and I were elected by the executive board to rep-

ers. When the conference was called to order, I was elected permanent 
chairman, and George Estes permanent secretary. At these sessions 


we formulated the maniferte esto that brought into existence the Industrial 
Workers of the World, which read: 


Social relations and grouping only reflect mechanical and industrial 
conditions. The great facts of present industry are the displacement 
of human skill by machines and the increase of capitalist power through 
concentration in the possession of the tools with which wealth is pro- 


duced and distributed.

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Because of these facts trade divisions among laborers and com- 
petition among capitalists are alike disappearing. Class divisions grow 
ever more fixed and class antagonisms more sharp. Trade lines have 
been swallowed up in a common servitude of all workers to the ma- 
chines which they tend. New machines, ever replacing less productive 
ones, wipe out whole trades and plunge new bodies of workers into 
the ever-growing army of tradeless, hopeless unemployed. As human 
beings and human skill are displaced by mechanical progress, the cap- 
italists need use the workers only during the brief period when muscles 
and nerves respond most intensely. The moment the laborer no longer 
yields the maximum of profits, he is thrown upon the scrap pile, to 
starve alongside the discarded machine. A dead-line has been drawn, 
and an age-limit established, to cross which, in this world of monopolized 
opportunities, means condemnation to industrial death. 

The worker, wholly separated From the land and the tools, with his 
skill of craftsmanship rendered useless, is sunk in the uniform mass of 
wage slaves. He sees hfs power of resistance broken by craft devisions, 
perpetuated from outgrown industrial stages. His wages constantly 
grow less as his hours grow longer and monopolized prices grow higher. 
Shirted hither and thither by the demands of profit-takers the labor- 
ers home no longer exists. In this helpless condition he is forced to 
accept whatever humiliating conditions his master may impose. He is 
submitted to a physical and intellectual examination more searching 


than was the chattel slave when sold from the auction block. Labor- 


ers are no longer classified by differences in trade skill, but the em- 
assigns them according to the machines to which they are 
attached. These divisions, far from representing differences in skill 
or interests among the laborers, are imposed by the employers that 
workers may be pitted against one another and spurred to greater 
exertion in the shop, and that all resistance to capitalist tyranny may 
be weakened by artificial distinctions. 
HILE encouraging these outgrown divisions among the workers the 
capitalists carefully adjust themselves to the new conditions. They 
wipe out all differences among themselves and present a united front 
in their war upon labor. Through employers’ associations they seek 


to crush with brutal force, by the injunctions of the judiciary and the 
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use of military power, all efforts at resistance. Or when the other 
icy seems more profitable, they conceal their daggers beneath the 


rule and exploit. Both methods depend for success upon the blindness 
and internal dissensions of the working class. The employers’ line of 
battle and methods of warfare correspond to the solidarity of the me- 
chanical and industrial concentration, while laborers still form their 
fighting organizatiors on lines of long-gone trade divisions. The bat- 
tles of the past emphasize this lesson. The textile workers of Lowell, 
Philadelphia, and Fall River; the butchers of Chicago, weakened by the 
disintegrating effects of trade divisions; the machinists of the Santa 
Fe, unsupported by their fellow-workers subject to the same masters; 
the long struggling miners of Colorado, hampered by lack of unity and 
solidarity upon the industrial battle-field, all bear witness to the help- 


_ lessness and impotency of labor as at present organized. 


a worn out and corrupt system offers no promise of improvement 
and adaptation. There is no silver lining to the clouds of darkness 
and despair settling down upon the world of labor. 

: This system offers only a perpetual struggle for slight relief with- 
in wage slavery. It is blind to the possibility of establishing an in- 
dustrial democracy, wherein there shall be no wage slavery, but where 
the workers will own the tools which they operate, and the product of 
which they alone will enjoy.

possibility of emancipation to work- 
ing women. Only in the Soviet 
Union have complete freedom and 
equality for women workers been 
achieved, The position of the work- 
ing women, the peasant women and 
all classes of women toilers is im- 
proving every year. The laws that 
have been enacted for the benefit 
of women are rapidly being put in- 
to effect. Working women receive 
equal pay for equal work in Soviet 
Russia. They receive by law two 
weeks vacation with pay, also two 
months’ leave with full wages be- 
fore and after childbirth. Laws pro- 
viding for the health of women 
workers and for social insurance 
and old age pensions are being put 
into operation. The working women 
are sent to hospitals and sanatoria, 
houses of rest and recreation, lo- 
cated in the palaces and villas of 
former nobility, aristocracy and 
bourgeoisie. 

Much attention is given in the 
Soviet Union to the training of 
working women for more skilled 
work h special courses and 
technical institutes. „The factory 
management works together with 
the trade unions under the super- 
vision of the Communist Party to 
safeguard workers in the introduc- 
tion of rationalization against un- 
employment and the speed-up. Work- 
ing women are members of the fac- 
tory committees and all other or- 
ganizations and institutions which 
organize and guide the internal life 
of the country. She is benefitting 
especially by the introduction of the 
seven hour day which is being car- 
ried out without wage reductions 
in the land of the proletarian dic- 
tatorship. 

None of the capitalist countries 
with their tr fous 
boast. of such social institutions and 
undertakings for the benefit of 
mothers and children as the Soviet 
Union. Educational institutions and 
schools for older children help great- 
ly to solve the problems of mothers 
az l parents. A whole series of in- 
stitutions for the care of mothers 
and children has been organized 
during the last year. During this 
time the number of children’s nurs- 
eries and playgrounds organized in 
connection with factories has great- 
ly increased. The peasants are de- 
manding that such institutions be 
organized in greater numbers in the 
villages also, and they are estab- 
lishing themselves from public 
funds. 

Great public restaurants have 
been opened in Ivanovo-Vosnesensk, 
Nijni-Novgorod and Moscow and 
other towns which have proved the 
success of the experiment and have 


Pub- 
lic laundries and similar institutions 
are being fostered for the relief of 
household drudgery.
